The  demands  on  the  Casualty  Department  have  again  been 
particularly  heavy — an  average  of  250  accident  and  emergency  cases 
being  treated  weekly. 


Income. 

The  Income  for  the  year  reached  the  highest  figure  ever  recorded, 
the  total  amount  being  £50,844 — an  increase  of  £5,985  over  the 
previous  year. 

Ordinary  income  amounted  to  £43,562,  compared  with  £39,779 
for  1943.  Your  Committee  are  pleased  to  report  an  increase  of  no 
less  than  £2,777  in  Subscriptions  and  Donations  (bringing  the  total 
to  £13,763),  whilst  substantial  increases  are  also  recorded  under  the 
heading  of  Payments  from  Patients  and  in  respect  of  cases  treated 
under  the  Ministry  of  Health  E.M.S.  Scheme.  Extraordinary  income 
amounted  to  £7,282,  which  included  Legacies  amounting  to  £1,795, 
and  E.M.S.  arrears  (£5,487)  in  respect  of  the  years  1941/43.  In 
accordance  with  the  usual  practice  the  legacies  have  been  transferred 
to  Capital  Account,  whilst  the  Ministry  of  Health  payment  ha$  been 
transferred  to  the  Balance  Sheet  in  reduction  of  the  general  deficit, 
which  at  the  end  of  1944  stood  at  £1,757.  The  surplus  on  the  year’s 
working  was  £758.

The  value  of  legacies  bequeathed  to  the  Hospital  cannot  be 
exaggerated.  Our  endowments  are  very  small  compared  with  our 
necessary  expenditure,  and  every  legacy  greatly  helps  to  maintain  the 
Hospital’s  services  unimpaired. 


Expenditure. 

Ordinary  expenditure  reached  the  record  figure  of  £42,800,  an 
increase  of  over  £8,000  compared  with  1943.  Increases  are  shown 
under  almost  all  headings  of  expenditure,  but  a  substantial  portion 
of  the  extra  expense  is  due  to  higher  rates  of  salaries  and  wages 
paid  under  the  Rushcliffe  scale  for  Nurses  and  the  Whitley  Council 
scale  for  Porters  and  Domestic  Staff.  A  considerable  increase  is  also 
shown  in  the  cost  of  fuel ;  also  under  the  heading  of  “  Provisions,” 
due  to  the  Committee’s  decision  to  provide  a  fuller  and  more  varied 
diet  for  our  patients. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  instal  new  kitchen 
equipment  at  a  cost  of  £300. 

Lady  Collectors  and  Linen  Guild. 

The  Hospital  has  continued  to  appeal  to  residents  through  the 
activities  of  our  Lady  Collectors  and  the  Hospital  Linen  Guild,  with 
very  satisfactory  results. 

During  the  year  the  Lady  Collectors  have  raised  the  highest 
amount  ever  recorded  (£277) — an  increase  of  £30  over  the  previous 
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year.  Your  Committee  desire  to  express  their  warmest  thanks  to 
the  ladies  concerned  on  achieving  such  a  successful  result. 

Your  Committee  also  offer  their  congratulations  and  thanks  to 
the  Hospital  Linen  Guild  which  has  provided  linen  for  Wards  and 
Departments  valued  at  £304.  Under  the  Presidency  of  Lady 
Leverhulme,  and  with  Mrs.  Wetherell  as  Honorary  Treasurer  and 
Secretary,  the  Guild  is  proving  a  most  valuable  ally  to  the  Hospital 
in  maintaining  essential  stocks  of  linen.  During  the  year  the  Hospital 
Library  has  continued  its  good  work  on  behalf  of  our  patients. 
To  the  devoted  ladies  who  carry  on  this  welcome  service  from  week 
to  week  your  Committee  accord  their  warmest  thanks. 

Medical  and  Nursing  Stalls. 

The  absence  of  no  less  than  five  members  of  our  Honorary 
Medical  Staff  on  active  service  with  H.M.  Forces  has  imposed  heavy 
and  exacting  demands  upon  those  remaining  with  us,  and  the 
Committee  desire  to  place  on  record  their  gratitude  to  the  Honorary 
Medical  Staff  and  also  to  the  Resident  Medical  Officers  for  the  loyal 
service  which  they  continue  to  render  to  the  Hospital  under  difficult 
conditions. 

Your  Committee  would  also  express  their  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Matron  and  Nursing  Staff  for  their  constant  attention  and  kindness 
to  patients  and  for  their  devoted  services  throughout  the  year. 

Numerous  letters  of  appreciation  from  patients  and  relatives 
have  been  received  expressing  gratitude  for  the  unfailing  kindness 
and  skilled  attention  received  in  the  Wards  and  Departments. 
The  Committee  have  abundant  evidence  that  the  work  of  the  Medical 
and  Nursing  staffs,  and  other  officers,  has  been  highly  appreciated 
by  the  increased  number  of  patients  treated  at  the  Hospital.
